Evacuation, Emergency Shelters, Fire 
Drills, Will Be Main Topics .

In response to a request made 
by the City o( Montreal to all large 
orporations and other Institutions, 
McGlU University has appointed 

{committee of eleven men with 
Irofcssor J. Stanley, as Chairman, 
tbX.study the Civil Defence needs 
ecullar to this University. 
The problems which will con- 
front the committee when It meets 
can be divided as follows: 
•1. Fire and Accfdcnt drills; 2. 
vacuatlon; 3. use of McGill bulld- 
as 'emergency shelters; and 
lid and instruction to other or- 
ganizations in the City of Montreal. 
I (1) The committee must immedi- 
ately review the arrangements that 
now exist to discover fires, to fight 
them promptly and efficiently, and 
} move the occupants of the build- 
ngs to safety. Poislble need of 
Irst-aid posts in some of the larger 
University buildings and the need 
of Individuals qualified to deal 
with accidents while the Health 
Service is being called into action, 
will be also studied. 

(2) A sanctuary must be found 
for any treasures such as books, 
etc, belonging to the University. 
M&cdonald College will be con- 
sidered and if this is not satis- 
factory another place must be 
found. 

Secondly under this heading, the 
cbromiltce must consider', the pos- 
sible evacuation of individuals con- 
nected with certain .ictivitles, such 
as research, to a place other than 
this campus so that they might be 
carried on continuously. 

Thirdly, they must consider the 
possible wisdom of evacuating one 
or more parts of tho student , body 
to Macdonald College or a more 
appropriate place, taking Into con- 
[deration the questions of what 
brary (acilities should accompany 
evacuees. 

(3) In view of the geographical 
Upa jU. the. ..IJnjvcjsity. jm 
at. and of tlie nature of our 
ildlngs and equipment, McGlll 



might be expected to provided 
emergency accommodation for 
other citizens of ; MohtreaL The 
Memo rial Gymnasium-Armoury 
would be ideal for emergency shel- 
ter, as would be R.V.C. and Doug- 
las Hall during vacation periods, 
After the problem has been studied 
from the viewpoint of the Univer- 
sity, it will probably be discussed 
with the appropriate authorities at 
City Hall. Also, in the , construc- 
tion of the extensions to the Red- 
path Library and the Montreal 
Neurological Institute, some part 
of these buildings might effectively 
be made bomb-proof at no great 
increase to the general construction 
cost. 

(4) Careful study will be given 
to the whole extent to which the 
University can be of assistance 
both in the preparation of civil 
defence plans for the City as a 
whole, and in regard to the meeting 
of emergencies it the occasion 
should arise.

brief next week which calls «tqr a 
fee Increase of $1.00; fifty per cent 
of which would go Into LSE coffers. 
- ' If this proposal *ls not accepted 
by the student body, the brief 
states "LSE will be forced to defend 
itself by uniting and opposing the 
Qstrom Flan when it. Is discussed 
as a change In the consUtutlon."

In what to Western leaders 
amounted to a flat refusal. Peiping 
government yesterday proposed a 
new offer Instead of the U.N. cease 
fire resolution passed last week. The 
Communist counter prpposal^asks 
for a seven-country 'cohfcrcnco'' In 
China lo discus the Korean War, 
Formosa and other Far East prob- 
lems, with the rider 'that Red 
China to discuss the Korean war, 
talks begin. Rejecting the Com- 
munist offer. Secretary of State 
Dean .Achcson said that U.S. dele- 
gates to the Ù.N.'s Political com- 
mittee were preparing a resolutlor 
branding Red China an aggressor 
which is expected \o be voted on 
tomorrow. 

External Affairs Minister Les- 
ter. Pearson termed , the Com- 
munist offer unacceptable, saying 
that in Insisting that Ulk's be- 
gin before there can be a eease- 
fire, It would be violating one 
of the principles the U.N. has 
been working on all along. 

Reports from' the Korean front 
sBidrthati'the^Iull in the fighting 
may son be broken.

British Government in which 
fiery An'eurin Sevan took over the 
post of Labour Minister In the 
Labour Government.

Vancouver, C.U.P. — Recognition 
of Red China by Canada in the 
near future was seen as necessary 
by a U.B.C. history professor. Dr. 
F. Soward, at a press conference 
held here recently. The Professor 
felt that firmness and compromise 
would be Ideal In our dealings with 
the Communist-dominated country 
butnbat: this ;is di^ir'ia achieve. 

i»: ' Soward has^ just ) returned 
from a tour of the Commonwealth 
countries and France. A delegate 
from Canada to the Lucknow Con- 
ference jie was assigned to study 
tho external policy of each Com' 
monwealth country. 

Speaking of Korea he said that 
the British are not so emotionally 
alarmed aa the Americans, The 
feeling in Brltajn and France Is that 
the real danger is not In Asia but 
in Europe. "Tlierefore the feeling 
in London is that rearmament of 
Germany has to come but it must 
not be forced." 

Turning to South Africa he said, 
"although there were internal di- 
visions In the country It would be 
better prepared for a third world 
war than it was for the second 
one." He went on to say that al- 
though the material conditions of 
the natives are being greatly im- 
proved they are being kept down 
politically. 

In conclijslon he said that Can- 
ada is lucky In comparlsiin to other 
commonwealth countries for her 

resources, administration, capabili- 
ties and her high standard of living

Third Mission Talk 



Leith Samuel Says Dual Reaction 
To Truth In Human Nature 



to truth, Leith Samuel told 300 stu- 
dents who attended the third in his 
series of Moyse Hall talks In this 
week's Inter-Varsity Christian Fel- 
lowship mission. . ' 

One « of the reactions Is a desire 
for truth and the other a dislike for 
the demands* which It makes on 
man. In contrasting undergraduates 
with ttic man in the street, he 
pointed out that the essential dif- 
ference Is the opportunity the Uni- 
versity affords as a vehicle for the 
search of truth. 

In attributing to Christ the char- 
acter of being the flight of the 
world, Mr. Samuel used as an il- 
lustration the manner in which a 
light turned on in a room enables 
a man to see the objects in the 
room, but^also shows up the cob- 
webs. In this riispect, Christ' can 
light a man's spirit and thereby 
make him aware of his ' sin. His 
death on the cross made the cross 
a symbol of the light which shows 
up man's sin. 

In comparing Christ's birth with 
a man's birth, Mr. Samuel declared 
that whereas man cannot determine

'How Long Willlt Last?'

In Monday's Dally, David Eastman stated sAnic 
of his Impressions of Ihe French attitude towards 
fAT';:\. tédày's world condition!; as Inllows: 
' ' . "11 seèméd to me from the day. I got there that 
the people were vèry unconcerned about the whole 
situation. Life seemed to have gone on— without 
much thought or concern for the future. Perhaps 
they are all so fed up with past war experiences 
that they Just don't care." 
' Mr. Eastman shares to a slight degree the 
stronger fèelings expressed recently in both* the 
' United Stales and Canada. The former government, 
especially, has criticized Europe for what they 
consider Its indifferent and unconcernwl attitude. 
More than ever in .these limes it Is extremely 
^ important that the various nations try to under- 
\ stand each other correctly. Returning recently 
,.. from my home in Holland and corresponding legu- 
larly with my friends there, 1 would lilce to point 
out some deeper aspects of the European attitude 
as I feri it. 

According to me the fact that we in Europe 
have recently been through a war, is the underlying 
basis of our attituri* to current happenings, 
t It is very true that thousands of Canadians and 
..- Americans have lost their lives fighting for us. 
' , Europe has not forgotten, and will not forget all 
that has been done for it. Many people on/, this 
continent definitely have "felt" the war in josing 
t mèmber of their family, a relative or friend,' but 
'^ that is not actually to live through a war. * ^ ' 

The worst thing about the war is not to be 
. starved, to have few clothes, no heating material, 
ho electricity, gas. water, etc. . What is really bad 
.- Is the Insecurity. The lack of any reliable Informa- 
> tion; the feeling of not being able to speak out 
' your thoughts andropinions; the danger that any 
moment your house and possessions can be taken 
from you or destroyed. The imminent fear that 
a member of your family, or a close friend can 
• be taken away never to return again; the know- 
ledge that some of your own people are mistreated, 
,1: tortured and killed. 

■Thus those who outlived the war have only 
ene'tlîôught: ''That must never happen again." They 
^ ■. otily want to live and trel ficr. and not to have to 
' think loo much of the future. But is this the cau$c 
, ,'' to make others conclude thete people have the 

attitude of not caring? 
, ,. The European at present fears that he may hâve 
\v;,^ to go through another war in the near future. 

.These people do not have to be remind'ed of what 
'.-'.v. la at slake in broad headlines of newspapers, radio- 
1'..': ipeeches, or magazine-articles. They do not wnht 



to think and talk absut It constantly; but it is 
always at thi back of their minds. 

My brother wh6 spent Christmas In Holland 
told me a striking experience of his that shows 
what I mean. Sitting in a taxi In Amsterdam the 
driver, who had been silent up till that moment, 
suddenly pointed to an advertising sign of one 
dl our newspapers called "The Free People," and 
remarked: "How long will It last?" 

For many, should such IhinkinR become pre- 
dominant in their minds, there seem only two ways 
out. First of all to get out of the country, which 
is almost impossible for most of them; and second- 
ly to end their lives. That sounds harsh, but speak- 
ing to many people of the older generation they 
all come lo the conclusion expressed by one of 
them: "I would rather hang myself than go through 
it again," and they mean it seridusly. For the older 
a person 'g^iij|^e|impre: he, becomes attached to à 
particular' ldtw*5f «îvlrônmeht. It is hard for them 
to see destroyed in one blow all that they have 
buill up during their lives. They cannot face to 
lose a second lime what they have now rebuilt 
to some extent. Mentally they cannot experience it 
again. 

The younger generation dares to face the situa- 
tion. They still hope that there Is a future in which 

one can live according to one's own opinions, and 
make one's own life. They slill want to fight for 
freedom, and individual rights. 

' The European leaders, too, realize very definite- 
ly how bad the situation is and they arc. making 
every possible effort lo do about It what they can. 

I considered, at the beginning, present diplo- 
matic opinion which found the European so uncon- 
cerned about the impending danger. I hope that 
what I have said may help to clarify this view 
and develop a more sympathetic understanding. 

The European cannot act differently than he 
docs. He can only try In prepare himself mentally 
for what comes, but that will be the end of his 
. peace of mind, the end of his future. Because if 
there comes another war, most probably It will hit 
Europe again. 

War may not come over here. Certainly this 
continent will be bombed and rationed, but that 
Is not the same as an actual occupation. That will 
be Again in Europe. 

I am convinced that ultimately we shall win 
again as the flame of liberty cannot be extinguished 
for those who. have lived- in its light. And again 
thousands from this continent will have died. But 
Europe will have suffered even more, and Ihe 
future for our generation there, misht present a 
sight comppred to which present cnndilion.s would 
be a "heaven on earth." Can we then be thought 
Indifferent at such a time? •

There are Canadian artists, work- 
ing In a Canadian aoclety, and. as 
aiich, we may. expect lo receive 
from thrm some insight Into our 
own way of life, some feeling for 
our own landscape, and lurtinil- 
arly some Impression of our own 
people. 

In other words, it a 'complete 
stranger to Canada were to' visit 
the current c.xhlbitioti, would he 
come away fccliiiK that lie knew it 
tiny better? Certainly it is unneces- 
sary, and, indeed, undesirable, that 
I. very Canadian artist should paint 
only Canadian scenes and subjects. 
But if specific artists group them- 
selves under the title .;>|CMadian^ 
they will Immediately dlrc^'Tïïïon- 
tion lowsrd.s llicmsclves as opcrat 
ing within a nationality, as rcpre 
sentatlvcs of a people. 

Tnc current exhibition, judged 

solely as "art," is a good one by 
almost any modern standards. If 

we judge It at the same time as an 

interpretation of the Canadian soc- 



iety in which we live, there is also 
much to rejoice at. We may well 
be thankful that the extremely 
limlled''^ubllc and living offered 
artists in Canada have not deterred 
too many 'of them from remaining 
here and continuing their work. 
For the artist Is a vital member of 
jiny living society. Canadian art Is 
anything but a decoration— it is 
now performing a special ambass- 
adorial work on lis own. The recent 
Interest shown by Washington in a 
Canadian art exhibition held there 
was more than idle -'curiosity- It 
was' a genuine, search for informa- 
tion: "What kind of 'people arc 
these Canadians anyway? Will 
their art tell us?" 

The Canadian Group of Paint- 
ers represent our artists today.

" Toronlo — (CUP) — Hart House 
Library at Vanity has been having 
trouble with disappearing books. 

The Kinsey Report, which lasted 
all o( six hours, w&s only one of 
the 128 books, most of them new 
best-sellers, which have vanished 
from the open shelves ot Hart 
Hoiise Library during the past year. 
As a . result th^ new books arc to 
be kept in locked glass-fronted 
shelves, with keys available to the 
House members from the Curator 
of the Library or the Graduate 
Secretary's office. 

Up to the end of thé war loss 
was confined to two or three book's 
a year, but since then it has in 
creased astronomically. Loss has 
been discovered In all sections of 
the library but has > been con 
centrated in newly purchased 
books. 

At the Library Committee meet 
Ing yesterday it was suggested that 
some of the loss was due to mem- 
bers who in ignorance ot the House 
rules took books home from the 
library and failed to return them, 
and is evideonce cited the fact that 
two have been replaced since the 
last library check. As a result It 
was decided tKat no immediate 
steps would be taken other than 
frequent observation of the library. 
It was also suggested and accepted 
that those ' who returned books 
should not be questioned.

Honours Rutherford 

Research scholarships are to be 
established throughout the Com- 
monwealth to honour the late Lord 
Rutherford, McGIII University pro- 
fessor who won world fame as "the 
father of nuclear physics.'' 

Lord Rutherford discovered tlic 
nuclear structure of atoms and was 
the first to disintegrate nuclei by 
atomic bombardment. 

Professor W. H. Watson of Univ- 
ersity of Toronto Physl<!s Depart* 
ment said today that an appeal for 
funds for a permanent endowment 
of the Rutherford Scholarships is 
being launched this month by the 
Royal Society ot London. The Cana- 
dian objective is $100,000.
